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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not disclose nor suggest "an innermost winding of the first 
electrode strip and the second electrode strip being formed after providing 
electrical communication between the first electrode strip and the pin". 

McHenry has an electrode assembly strip wound around a mandrel and a 
pin. However, the mandrel is plastic and protects the pin from the electrode 
assembly. Thus, the electrode is electrically connected to the pin at the bent 
portion of the pin that extends outward. Thus, the connection between the 
electrode and the pin cannot be made before winding has begun. 

Klein also has an electrode assembly strip wound around a mandrel and a 
pin. The electrode is electrically connected to the mandrel, and not the pin. The 
pin is made of plastic.
